LOST HIS FIRST BATTLE 


SATURDAY MORNING, DE 


BULLER BEATEN BACK BY THE BOERS AT 
TUGELA RIVER FORDS. 


Commander-in-Chief of the British Forces in the South 
African Campaign Abandons His Guns After 
Suffering Severe Losses, 


Divides His Army into Three Divisions—Ger. Hart is Withdrawn After 
the Connaught Rangers Have Been Sheiled—Col. Long Presses Too 
Closely to the River—Galling Fire Poured in Upon 
Him and He also is Withdrawn, 


LONDON, Dec. 16, 12:47 a.m.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The War Office has 
received a dispatch announcing that 
Gen. Buller has met with a serious re- 
verse, losing eleven guns. Gen. Buller 
was attempting to cross the Tugela 
River. Finding it impossible to effect 
his object, he ordered a retirement in 
order to avoid greater losses. 

BULLER’'S OWN REPORT. 
(A. P. NIGHT REPORT! 
» LONDON, Dec. 16.—The following is 
the text, of Gen. Buller’s dispatch’ an: 
nouncing his reverse: 

“Buller to Lansdowne: © 

“CHIEVELEY CAMP, Dec. 15, 6:20 p. 
m.—I' regret to report a serious reverse. 
I moved in full strength from our camp 
near Chiveley at 4 o’clock this morning. 
There are two fordable places in the 
Tugela River, and it was my intention 
to force a passage through one of them. 
They are about two miles apart- My 
intention was to force one or thé other 
with one brigade, supported .by a 
central brigade. 

“Gen. Hart was to attack the left 
drift, Gen. Hildyard the right road, and 
Gen. Lyttleton was to take the center 
and to support either. Early in the day

to withdraw. He had, however, at-

Col. I. G. Prook was seriously wounded. 
“TIT then ordered Gen. Hildyard to ad- 
vance, which he did, and his leading 
regiment, the East Surrey, occupied 
Colenso Station and the houses near 
the bridge. 


Support the attack, the Fourteenth and 
Sixty-sixth, field batteries, and six 
naval 12-pounder quick-firers, under 
Col. Long, had advanced close to the 
river in Long’s desire to be within 
effective range. It proved to be full 
of the enemy, who suddenly opened a 
galling fire at close range, killing all 
their horses, and the gunners were 
compelled to stand to their guns. Some 
of the wagon teams got shelter for 
troops in a donga, and desperate ef- 
forts were being made to bring out the 
guns. 

“The fire, however, was too severe, 
and only two were saved by Capt. 
Schofield and some drivers, whcse 
names I will furnish. Another most 
gallant attempt with three teams was 
made by an officer whose name I will 
obtain. Of the eighteen horses, thir- 
teen were killed, and as several driv- 
ers were wounded I would not allow

“Throughout the day a considerable

The Fourteenth and Sixty- 
sixth fleld batteries also suffered se- 
vere losses. We have retired to our 
camp at Chieveley.”

SERIOUS

BRITISH AGAIN ENTRAPPED BY 
THE ASTUTE BOERS. 


Depression Over the Defeat of Great. 
Britain’s Trusted Commander All 
the Greater on Account of Previous 
Satisfying Rumors — Ladysmith’s 
Condition Now Extremely Serious.

The Standard says: ‘Gen. Buller’s 
dispatch is deplorable reading. It is 
now familiar story of concealed 
Boers, and of British troops march- 
ing up blindly almost to the very 
muzzles of the enemy’s rifles. It can- 
not be doubted that the moral effect 
will be to aggravate our difficulties 
over the whole field of operations. 
The country has discovered with an- 
noyance and surprise that subduing 
Boer farmers is about the hardest 
work we have entered upon since the 
Indian mutiny. Their commandants 
have shown themselves able to give 
our generals useful, but expensive, les- 
sons. in modern tactics.’ 

The Times says: ‘‘Since the days of 
the Indian mutiny, the nation has not 
been confronted with so painful and 
anxious a_ situation: Plainly, Gen.

Fifteen transports are due to. ar- 
rive at Cape Town between December 
17 and January 8 with about 15,000 
troops of all arms, but unless Gen.

FOUR TRAINMEN DEAD. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
LEWISTON (Idaho,) Dec. 15.—[Ex-.

The summit of the mountain is a few 
miles east of Kendrick, and from that 
point on to the river the descent is 
steep for railroading, Before the train 
had proceeded any distance it was seen 
that the brakes would not hold it, al- 
though sand was applied. The cars lit- 
erally slid at a terrific rate of speed. 

To Conductor Galbraith’s presence of 
mind is due the safety of himself and 
Brakeman Baker. He cut loose the ca- 
boose from the rest of the flying train 
and was able to bring the single car 
to a standstill. The two engines and 
nineteen or twenty cars of steel rails 
flew down grade. A mile and a half 


east of Kendrick four of the cars were 


ditched and the track torn up for a 
distance of a quarter of a mile. There 
were then fifteen cars and two en- 
gines running at increased apesd to- 
ward Kendrick. 

When the fiving train struck the 
east switch of Kendrick Hill track at 
the east end of the yard, the entire 
train was ditched. Everything, cars 
and both engines, were completely 
wrecked, and are at the edge of the 
river.

CHICAGO GOT LEFT. 


PHILADELPHIA CAPTURES THE 
NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


The City of Brotherly Love Gets One 
More Vote Than the Windy City in 
the Councils cf the National 
Republican Party. 


Chauncey Depew Makes a Talk in Be- 
half of New York, but the Dele- 
gates Balk—June Nineteenth 
the Opening Day. 


Delaware Case Settled — Aldermanic 
| Club Organized at Chicago—Ques- 
tion Raised as to the Right of 
Senator Allen to a Seat. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The Na- 
tional Republican Convention will con- 
vene at Philadelphia Tuesday, June 19 
next. The place and date were decided 
upon by the National Republican Com- 
mittee today after a friendly contest. 
The proceedings throughout were en- 
thusiastic and harmonious, every 
speech that was made emphasizing the 
fact that President McKinley will be 
renominated and that the convention 
will be in effect simply a ratification 


meeting. 
After the time and place had been 
selected, the committee considered 


briefly a request from Delaware that 
the committee take some action to 
straighten out the factional fight in 
that State to prevent two contesting 
delegations from appearing from that 


$tate. 


The committee decided that it had no 
jurisdiction. After the Delaware case 
had been disposed of, the chairman 
was authorized to appoint a sub-com- 
mittee of five to make arrangements 
for the convention; also a committee of 
three to prepare and distribute litera- 
ture. Chairman Hanna and Secretary 
Dick were made ex-officio members of 
all sub-committees. 

Messrs. Manly of Maine, Long of 
Florida and Simon of Oregon were ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to consider 
the election of delegates in the District 
of Columbia. 

Adjournment was taken until il 
o’clock tomorrow, when the Payne 
resolution for changing the system of 
representation will be brought up for 
consideration. 

At 9 o’clock tomorrow morning the 
committee will call on the President 


to pay their respects to him in a body. 


e Payne resolution for the reap- 
portionment of delegates to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention on the 
basis of Republican votes cast in the 
States and Territories will not be 
pressed at this meeting of the na- 
tional committee. 

Up to last night Payne had fully in- 
tended to offer the resolution tomor- 


row and to urge its adoption, but after 


a conference with the President at the 
White House tonight, at which Secre- 
tary Dick and Gov. Nash of Ohio were 
present, he decided to abandon the 
effort to have it acted on at this meet- 
ing. Much opposition has developed 
to the proposed change, and the con- 
clusion was reached that it was inex- 
pedient to push the matter at this time. 
THE SPEECH-MAKING, 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The Re- 
Committee met at 
the Arlington Hotel today to select the 
place of meeting for the next Repub- 
lican National Convention. Chairman 
Hanna presided. Prior to the open ses- 
sion, at which the claims of the various 
candidate cities were presented, a brief 


,executive session was held. The corri- 


dors of the hotel were alive with the 
delegations from the various cities, and 
before the meeting assembled they put 
in their last quiet work. The executive 
session of the ‘committee was very 
brief, and consisted in calling the roll, 
the adoption of the order of business, 
and the adoption of a resolution 
memory of Vice-President Hobart, 
which was offered by Mr. Fessenden of 
Connecticut. 

The delegations from the different 
cities were then invited in to present 
their claims. An hour was accorded, to 
each city. The first city heard was Chi- 
cago, for which Samuel Raymond made 
the opening address. Raymond said 
that every one knew the facilities 
which Chicago possessed in the way of 
hotels, railroads and telegraph. 

George W. Miller followed in a more 
elaborate speech. He spoke as a rep- 
resentative of the Hamilton Club. He 
said Chicago desired to have a Repub- 
lican platform adopted in that city to 
wipe out the name “Chicago platform 
of 1896,’’ which stood for repudiation. 

John 8S. Miller, president of the Union 
League Club of Chicago, was next in- 
troduced. 

St. Louis’ claims were next pre- 
sented, ex-Mayor Walbridge making 
the first speech in behalf of that city. 

Nathan Frank of St. Louis was the 
next speaker. ‘‘Today,”’ he said, “we 
have but one candidate and boundless 
prosperity.”” The party intended to 
give that candidate reélection. Why 
not give the city in which he was first 
nominated the convention in which he 
would be again placed in nomination? 
Edward DeVeer was introduced as a 
Democrat, but who spoke for the busi- 
ness men of St. Louis. . 

This concluded St. Louis’ hour, and 
New York was then called. Gen. Mc- 
Alpin introduced Senator Depew, who 
was greeted with tremendous cheers. 
He said: 

‘The first considerations in selecting 
a city are accommodations and easy 
and frequent methods of communica- 
tion. New York pre#minently 
equipped beyond all other cities in this 
respect. This convention wilk prob- 
ably be in session a fewer number of 
days than anv of its predecessors. The 
ticket will be nominated by acclama- 
tion. There is no division of senti- 
ment in our partv as to who shall head 
it. The wisdom and statesmanship of 
President McKinley have satisfied the 
party and the country, so that he will 
receive the immediate and unanimous 
nomination of the convention, and that 
choice will just as certainly be ap- 
proved by the people. 

“The platform is already formulated 
fn the minds not only of the party 
leaders, but of the voters of the coun- 
try. It will point to an unexampled 
record of pledges fulfilled; to the 
beneficent results of Republican legis- 
lation. and to prosperity. Its keynote 
will be gold and glory—gold, the stand- 
ard which once fixed beyond question, 
has given us the first rank among 
commercial nations, and the glory of 
our arms, which has made us a world 
powe® and cpened for the enormous 
surplus of our fields and factories, dis- 
tant, exhaustless and remunerative 
markets.” 

Senator Depew enumerated the many 
advantages which he said New York 
possessed for recreation, and then

New York City would have an in- 
spiring effect upon the greatest of our 
States, whose electoral vote has 8s) 
often turned the scale of the Presi- 
dency. It will also give renewed en- 
thusiasm to the Republicans of Con- 
necticut, on the one side. and New 
Jersey on the other; States recently res- 
cued from free silver. 

“The cosmopolitanism of New York 
will appeal to the delegate from nearly 
every State. The West, South and 
Pacific Coast are represented by the 
most active and energetic business men 
of the metropolis, who are there also 
to represent the business interests of 
the sections from which they come. 
Delegates from the several States will 
be brought into intimate and close con- 
nection with the sections from which 
they come and with all other sections 
of the country, a thing impossible any- 
Where except in the cosmopolitan city, 
which is the first city in the world and 
the metropolis of the western continent, 
which has, within the last two years, 
been treading upon London's prestige 
as the financial center of the world.”’ 

The Senator spoke of the health of 
the climate enjoyed by New York dur- 
ing June, and concluded as follows:

THE QUEEN'S FORCES. 
PRETTY WELL ‘SCATTERED. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—AM dispatch 
to the World from London says that 
of the army of Great Britain, 
500 men are now in South Africa, 
This is exclusive of all the colonial 
forces raised there and in Canada 
and Australia, which are estimated 
to number 20,000. The fifth division, 
comprising 10,000 men, is now embark- 
ing or ready to embark. The sixth 
division, also of 10,000 men, is mobiliz- 
ing. Orders for the seventh divi- 
sion, of 10,000, to be mobilized, have 

just been issued. 

The total of the reserve this year, 
according to the Parliamentary esti- 
mates, is 81,000. When all the above 
force is at the front, or mobilized, 40,- 
000 of the reserves will have been ex- 
hausted. There remains of the Brit- 
ish regular army establishment 121,- 
000. and of these 45,000 are in Egypt, 
and in the Mediterranean, and other 
British garrisons. -thgoughout' the 
world. 

Beyond this, the War Office shows 
112,000 militia. These are men who 
have one month’s training each year, 
with a few army ‘officers scattered 
through regimental staffs. Of these, 
10.000 have been called for garrison 
duty at home. 

Next come 232,000 volunteers, with 
some regular army officers serving 
with them, but equal in all respects 
to the National Guard of the United 
States. The regular force in India, 


exclusive of all above the figures, 
was, in July last, 73,162. Of these, 
only 8000 have been sent to South 


Africa.

OVER THAT FAKE STORY.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says the ru- 
mor of the relief-of-Ladysmith cre- 
ated a scene of tremendous excitement 
on the Stock Exchange, where the ef- 
fect of Gatacre’s and Methuen’s re- 
verses had been felt most severely. 
The report first began to be circulated 
on the exchange that Buller and Clery 
ehad relieved Ladysmith and taken 
10,000 prisoners.

Parker did not at- 
tempt any close-range work until the 
third round, when he mixed it with the 
colored man and gave Turner more 
than . he got. Turner's strong point in 
his previous fights has been his in- 
fighting, but in Parker he met his su- 
perior at that style. 

Parker did a little forcing in the 
third round, and smothered Turner 
with rights and lefts at close range, 
but without serious damage. 

The fourth round®’ was a slugging 
match, in which Turner had a slight 
lead, and which looked as if the fight 
might go to the man that landed the 
first blow. After the fourth, however, 
Parker took a decided lead and kept 
it to the finish. The fifth and sixth 
rounds were a4 series of fierce mixes, 
in which Parker gave Turner a, ter- 
rible beating. The Denver boy sent 
Turner down three times in the sixth 
round from lefts and rights on the 
jaw, the colored man being saved from 


in the seventh, but was weak from his 
efforts in the previous rounds, and was 
unable to land the finishing punch.

It*was reported after | 
fhe Cabinet meeting that the Presi- 
dent and his advisers had “determined 
that Gen. Otis should be instructed to 
suppress brigandage by meting out 
speedy ‘and drastic punishment to 
those caught engaged in it.

It. is the purpose of the Secretary of 
War to reduce the transport. fleet 
to those ships owned by the govérn- 
ment. 

The Quartermaster-General is also 
arranging for the purchase of addi- 
tional horses to be sent to the Philip- 
pines. Recent reports from Gen. Otis 
show that cavalry horses are breaking

ECLIPSE OF THE MOON. 


OBSCURATION VISIBLE AFTER 6 


O'CLOCK TONIGHT. 
[aA. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—An eclipse of 
the moon Saturday evening is prom- 
ised for those parts of North Amer- 
ica and.Europe where the weather is 
favorable for observation. The first 
encroachment of the earth's shadow on 
the lunar disc should occur at 6:45 
o'clock, seventy-fifth meridian time. 


But it will be probably tenor fifteen ~ 


minutes later before the moon is >per- 
ceptibly affected. The shadow will creep 
further and further onto the moon 
until, at 8:26 p.m., the greatest degree 
of obscuration will be reached. 

The astronomers speak of this eclipse 
as ‘“‘unpartial,’* because only 996-1000 
of the surface will be hidden, accord- 
ing to their calculations. But, inas- 
much as that remaining -4-1000 is an 
exceedingly smali fraction, it may be 
assumed that no one without a power- 
ful glass could see the very thin line 
left uncovered. To all appearances the 
eclipse will be total for a few minutes 
just before and after §:26 o'clock sev- 
enty-fifth meridian time. The shadow 
will then slowly pass off and at 10:06 
o’clock the moon will again be alto- 
gether clear.

Ship Iowa en Route South for 
Target Practice and 
Ship Drill. 


Today and Tomorrow—Thousands 
Will Visit the Fighting 
Machines, 


Rear-Admiral Kautz and 
Be Guests of a Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee Here 
Today. 


Rear-Admiral Albert Kautz, U.S.N., 
commanding the Pacific station, and 
the first-class battleship Iowa, are 
now anchored off the long wharf at 
Port Los Angeles. They will remain 
there until tomorrow evening. Today 
and tomorrow the people of this and 
neighboring cities will be permitted 
to visit them at pleasure. There is 
no truth whatever in the report that 
is being circulated that the ships will 
engage in target practice off the port 
within sight of land, for the rear- 
admiral has no such intention, his or- 
ders being to proceed to Magdalena 
Bay for such practice and evolutions. 

There will be no public or private 
reception of Admiral Kautz at the 
Chamber of Commerce. Instead, the 
admiral and a party of his officers will 
come to the city this morning, and, 


accompanied by a committee of prom- 


inent citizens, will take a tallyho 
ride through the residence section, the 
parks, and to such other parts of the 
city as the party may desire to visit. 
There will be no Chamber of Com- 
merce excursion to Santa Monica, so 
that members of that organization can 
visit the ships in a body. If the mem- 
bers desire to visit them they will 
have to do so as other citizens. 

The vessels arrived off Port Los An- 
geles before daylight yesterday morn- 
ing, but did not come to anchor until 
a pilot had been taken abbvard to di- 
rect them to safe mooring on the port 
side of the long wharf. They dropped 
anchor about three hundred yards 
from the end of the wharf, and the 
early hours of the morning were 
spent by the crews of both vessels in 
cleaning ship. The trip from San 
Francisco had occupied _ thirty-six 


ing been made, for the squadron is in 
no hurry, and there was no necessity 
for using up much coal.

The committee, after having 
been introduced by Mr. Dunn, was 
taken aft to the admiral’s cabin and 
presented to him. 
Admiral Kautz greeted the commit- 
tee cordially. He is a man 60 years 


} of age and looks every year of it, but 


his manner: shows nothing of age. He 
at once made his guests at home, and 
seating himself among them, began a 
pleasant conversation which continued 
for nearly an hour. His manner was 
cordiality itself and he entertained the 
committee with witty and interesting 
Stories of his own experience and that 
of others. Flag Lieut. Miller and Flag 
Secretary Lieut. Sellers were present 
most of the time. Soon after the ar- 
rival of the committee the admiral 
was informed that his wife and Mrs. 
Miller were on the wharf and he at 
once sent a boat to bring them aboard. 

Chairman Slauson of the committee 
welcomed the admiral to Southern Cal- 
ifornia and told him that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce was very desirous of 
having him visit Los Angeles. The 
proposed public reception was sug- 
gested and. the committee assured the 
admiral of a warm welcome here. Ad- 
miral Kautz said he would prefer not 
to have the reception. He said he 
had never visited Los Angeles and was 
desirous of doing so. “I have heard a 
great deal about your city,” said he, 
“and it is my purpose co visit it. I 
came here in response to your cordial 
invitation, and although this stop was 
not included in the orders for me to 
come south, it was not forbidden, and 
I am here. I shall have to adhere to 
my original plan, however, as to the 
length of my stay here.” | 

At this the committee urged him to 
extend his stay until Monday. They 
reminded him of the fact that in Los 
Angeles there are many people from 
inland States, who never have seen 
a warship, and that some of these peo- 
ple will not have an opportunity to 
visit the vessels. today. The com- 
mittee asked that the ships remain at 
least over Sunday, and in response 


to this urging the admiral consented. 


One of the members of the committee 
Suggested that the admiral and _ his of- 
ficers eome to Los Angeles today and 
take a tallyho ride to various parts 
of the city. The suggestion was im- 
mediately accepted by Admiral Kautz, 
who said he would like such a trip 
very much. He said he would notify 
the committee by wire later in the day 


as to the time of his arrival here this 


morning, and as to the number of offi- 
cers who will accompany him. Last 
Slauson received a tele- 
gram from the admiral, stating that 
he would arrive at the Arcade depot 
at 11:30 o’clock this morning, and that 
he will be accompanied by fifteen of 
his officers and their ladies.

After the committee had remained 
on board the flagship for nearly an 
hour, one the members expressed 
a desire to visit the battleship Iowa. 
Admiral Kautz at once ordered his 
barge prepared to take the entire com- 
mittee to that vessel, and” directed 
Flag Secretary Lieut. Sellers to ac- 
company them and show them the en- 
tire ship, if they desired to see it. 
He thanked them again for their 
and informed them that the 
public will be admitted to both ships 
today and tomorrow all day. He ac- 
companied the committee to the gang- 
way. The committee was at 
rowed to the Iowa in the admiral’s 
twelve-oared barge. 

Capt. C. F. Goodrich, who com- 
mands the Iowa, was ashore when the 
committee arrived, but they were met 


by his executive officer, Lieutenant- | 


Commander W. H. Turner, and by 
other officers, and were given the free- 
dom of the ship. Accompanied by 
Lieut. Sellers of the Philadelphia and 
Lieuts. Witzel, Bulmer and Winship 
of the Iowa, they went to almost 


every part of the vessel. The White- | J. 
'C, M.. Perkins, Lieutenant of Ma- 


head torpedoes and the torpedo tubes 
were first shown them, and then the 
committeemen were conducted from 
one deck to another until they had 
seen almost everything there is to be 
seen on the great battleship. 

One spot of unusual interest was 
pointed out to them. It was the place 
where, at the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba, a shell from one of the Spanish 
vessels had pierced the side of the 
Iowa, and, striking the floor of the 
protective deck, had exploded,’ the 
fragments, of course, flying in every 
direction. The hole made by the 
shot has been closed, and all that is 
to be seen ‘is the marks of the pieces 
of shell. Two dents in the _ solid 
steel were pointed out to the visitors. 
They.are so small that they would be 
overlooked by a visitor who did not 
know where to find them. Another 
mark of. the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba is to be seen on one of the 
12-inch guns, where a 3-pounder ball 
struck and was deflected. The con- 
ning-tower was another point of spe- 
cial interest to the visitors, and the 
uses of the many instruments there 
used in communicating with varioets 
parts of the ship, were explained to 
them. 

In obedience to Admiral Kautz’s di- 
rection to show the committee every- 
thing, the members were taken to sey- 
eral places to which the public is never 
admitted. Gunner George Charrette 
led the way down several steep, narrow 
steel ladders to: the magazine and shell 
rooms of the forward 12-inch turret, 
fourteen feet below the water line. The 
huge shells, weighing more than 900 
pounds each, were seen, and the 
method of raising them to the guns 
above was explained. In the magazine 
the visitors saw tons of the brown 
prismatic powder used in the big gun. 
The vessel now has 525 tons of this 
kind of ammunition alone on board. 
The electrical ammunition hoists were 
explained, and an interesting exhibi- 
tion of the perfect workings of the big 
guns was given by a gunner’s mate, 
who, with one hand, worked a lever 
throwing out the breech block, weigh- 
ing more than 900 pounds, and then re- 
turned it in place with no more effort 
than a child could exert. The workings 
of the smaller guns were also explained 
by means of dummy ammunition. 

While examining one of the 4-inch 
guns a member of the committee asked 
with what rapidity the gun could be 
fired. The officer in charge replied that 
the gun has a range of five miles, and 
that it is possible to have seventeen 
projectiles from that gun in the air at 
the *time: that is, the gun can be 
fired so fast that before the first shot 
covers the maximum range, sixteen 
other shots can be on the way. After 
seeing nearly the entire vessel, and 
after climbing ladders until they were 
fatigued, the members of the commit- 
tee left the vessel and were rowed to 
the wharf in Admiral Kautz’s barge. 
where Lieut. Sellers took his leave of 
them. 

The officers and crew of the fleet 
had expected hundreds of visitors yes- 
terday morning after “four bells” (10 
o’clock) and much surprise was ex- 
pressed that the people did not come 
aboard, where everything was in readi- 
ness to receive them. The people who 
lined the shore watching the white ves- 
sels from a distance, did not kno6éw, 
however, that they were to be admitted 
until today, and it was not until nearly 
noon that the information was brought 
ashore that the vessels were open to 
inspection. Then hundreds of people 
began going out. The first load to 
reach the Jowa was. taken there by the 
tug J. C. Elliott, which ran from the 
p'easure wharf near the North Beach 
bath-house, to the warships. The

THRONGS OF VISITORS. 

For every score of people who vis- 
ited the warships yesterday there will 
be hundreds today.. Thousands. of 
school children will take advantage of 
the opportunity to see them, and it is 


(expected that every train to Santa 
Monica and Port Los Angeles today 
will be crowded. A visit to both ves- 
sels is well worth any person's 
time and expense, for the ships 
of the American navy, clear-cut, 
bright and clean, are always 


a beautiful and impressive spectacle. 
Cleanliness on warships is to be ex- 
pected, but in preparing for the visit 
here the crews of.the Philadelphia and 
Iowa have made them look like new. 
Every piece of brasswork and every 
piece of bright metal on board has 
been polished until it is like a mirror; 
the decks are spotless as the kitchen 
floor of a good housewife;, the uni- 
forms of the men are clean and tidy, 
and in fact there is nothing that sug- 
gests anything but extreme neatness 
and cleanliness about either vessel. 

Unless better accommodations are 
made today to convey the crowds to 
the ships many people will not be able 
to make the trip at all. The arrange- 
ments yesterday were anything but 
satisfactory to many of those who de- 
sired to go aboard, and with the im- 
mense crowd that is certain to go to- 
day, much better service will be neces- 
sary. The Southern Pacific company 
proposes to haul all the people it can 
to the long wharf, and from that place 
the visitors are to be transported across 
300 yards of water in the steamer Fal- 
con and the tug Collis. The landing 
arrangements at the long wharf yes- 
terday were little short of dangerous, 
but it was promised that some better 
plan would be devised for today. The 
Southern Pacific and the Banning 
company, which had hoped to capture 
the bulk of the business between the 
shore and the warships, were con- 
fronted with unexpected competition 
yesterday. The steam tug J. C. Elliott 
was brought around from San Pedro, 
and landing at the pleasure wharf, was 
soon loaded with passengers. This lit- 
tle vessel carried hundreds of people 
to the warships during the afternoon, 
most of them being people who went 
to Santa Monica on the electric cars, 
and were unable to reach the long 
wharf because no trains were run 
between Santa Monica and Port Los 
Angeles at intervals sufficiently short 
to accommodate the crowds. The Fal- 
con, Collis and J. C. Elliott will have 
all the business they can handle to- 
day, if the weather is favorable, and it 
is probable that, in addition to the 
special through trains from this city, 
the Southern Pacific will provide ac- 
commodation for those who go to Santa 
Monica and desire to reach the long 
wharf from there. The competition 
between the Collis and Falcon on one 
side, and the Elliott on the other, 
caused the latter vessel to cut rates 
for the trip to the warships, but 
whether the reduced rate will be met 
today could not be learned last night. 
It was stated in Santa Monica yester- 
day that ‘an effort would be made to- 
day to drive the Elliott out of the 
business by forbidding it landing 
privilege at the pleasure wharf, but 
the owner of the vessel said he would 
do business today whatever opposition 
there may be to it. Special trains will 
be run throughout the day by the 
Southern Pacific, and the Los Angeles- 
Pacific company will run as many ears 
as are necessary to. accommodate the 
travel.

RAIN THIS MORNING. 


JUPITER PLUVIUS HEARD FROM. 
STORMY .AND COLD. 

Rain began falling at 12:55 o'clock 
this morning. The precipitation was 
not heavy at that hour, but enough 
water soon fell to wet the streets.

A TIMELY PROTEST. 

The protest of the Associated Char- 
ities of Los Angeles against the send- 
ing of impecunious invalids to this city 
and section from other parts of the 
country, as noted in a special dispatch 
to The Times from Chicago, printed in 
yesterday morning’s issue, was right and 
timely. We have too long been a suf- 
ferer from this abuse, and it is more 
than time to make a vigorous protest 

against its continuance. Unless some- 

thing be done to stop the evil, it will 
continue to grow in extent, until the 
burden upon the people of this part of 
the State will be simply insupportable, 
to say nothing of the tremendously bad 
effects from a sanitary point of view. 

The codperation and assistance of the 

health authorities of the city of Chi- 
cago, in the efforts to prevent the con- 
tinuance of this abuse, have been prom- 
ised, as stated in the dispatch. But 
something*more than the cooperation of 


the health authorities-of one city will | 


be needed to remedy the evil, which is 
of almost national dimensions; that is 
to say, consumptives and invalids suffer- 
ing from other forms of ‘disease, are 
sent here annually from all parts of the 
country, and even from the Old World, 
without means to-maintain them after 
their arrival, with the inevitable result 
that they become a burden upon the 
public, in a greater or less degree, ac- 
cording to the extent of their disability. 
This practice is a double 
upon the inhabitants of this section. 

The expense of caring for these in- 
digent invalids is a considerable burden, 
but it is not the most serious burden 
which Southern California has to bear 
in this connection. These invalids are 
allowed full liberty to come and go as 
they see fit, to put up at public houses 
without let or hindrance, to expectorate 
in the public streets without restraint, 
and, in short, to do everything per- 
mitted to persons in the enjoyment of 
perfect health. As a consequence of 
this carelessness, disease germs are 
spread broadcast in our streets and 
other public places. There are no pres- 
ent means of knowing how many cases 
of consumption and other diseases which 
exist here are due to this source of con- 
tagion, but the proportion is undoubt- 
edly large, as compared to all othe 
cases of disease. If the evil be al- 
lowed to continue, there is no telling 
where it will all cnd. 

This part of the world now has a 
reputation, which in the main is well 
deserved, as one of the most healthful 
localities on the face of the earth. How 
long will it be able to retain and to 
deserve that reputation if disease germs 
are to be permitted to be sown broad- 
‘cast in ever-increasing volume? It will 
not be many years, it is evident, be- 
fore Southern California, under such 
circumstances, would become, instead of 
one of the sanitariums of the world, a 


hotbed of disease, and a plague-spot, to, 


be shunned rather than sought. It is 
to be hoped that the local health au- 
thorities will not cease their efforts to 
stamp out the abuses referred to, and 
that a radical reform will be effected 
in this most important matter. 


THE NEW YORK SUN'S BOYCOTT. 


The Federated Knights of that tired 
feeling have “resilooted” at Detroit, in- 
dorsing a boycott against the New York 
Sun because the managers of that great, 
powerful newspaper have refused to 
abject themselves before the high and 
mighty monarchs of the Dominion of 
Repose. The American people have

The effect of this repulse. at Tugela 
River upon the advance of the relieving 
forces and upon the temper of the 
British public cannot be accurately fore- 
casted at this state. There is no ques- 
tion but Buller will make a desperate 
effort to retrieve his fortunes of .war, 
and it must be remembered that one 
set-back does not mean utter defeat any 
more than one swallow makes a sum- 
mer.

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THE CONNECTION. 


This lesson follows the last with- 
out a break. There are no cormect- 
ing links between the two, but we 
may at this point recall to mind the 
condition of the nation. It was one 
of doubt, with all the sins that pro- 
duced, and all.the evils that  fol- 
lowed it. The visions of political 
prestige rafsed by the preaching of 
Ezekiel gnd Haggai had faded and 
disappointment had quenched their 
hopes. The perfunctory way in which 
the priests discharged their duty ex- 
pressed and developed their vicious- 
ness and that of the people. Both 
priests and people were skeptical and 
thought that it was no advantage to 
be godly, since men seemed to pros- 
per in proportion as they were un- 
godly. The lesson rebukes this skep- 
ticism and encourages those who 
fear the Lord. 


THE LESSON. 


‘ 
“Stout Words Against God.'’ (Verses 13-15.) 

“Your words have been stout 
against me, saith the Lord. Yet ye 
say, Wherein have we spoken against 
‘Thee? Ye have said, it is vain to 
serve God: and what profit is it that 
we have walked mournfully before the 
Lord of hosts? And now We call the 
proud happy; yea, they that work 
wickedness are built up; yea, they 
tempt God, and are delivered.” 

A certain class were terribly bad. 
They were bad in their hearts, morally 
corrupt. They had not the. prosper- 
ity they had hoped for, and became 
very vicious ‘toward God, showing it 
in several Ways. In words, that 


showed that they were worse than in- 


different to God, or merely obstinate 
in their falsé- life, but were taking up 
an aggressive warfare against Him, 
to drive Him out of their life and 
His words out of their rules of life. 
In denying that they had used such 
“stout” words against Him, thereby 
showing moral idiocy, as well as a 
rebellious spirit. In their gross view 
of religion. Instead of spiritualizing 
the material, they materialized the 
spiritual. Their motive was temporal 
gain, Hke. him of whom Paul spoke 
who thought that godliness was “a 
way of gain.” The double sin of the 
claim. that they had served God in 
vain was that they only wanted to be 
paid_in outward prosperity and that 
they imagined they were serving God 
when they were not. They claim to 
have served God, when they were only 
serving their vicious’ selves. They 
claim to have “kept His charge,” 
when the priests among them had of- 
fered stale or polluted sacrifices and 
the people hed withheld their “tithes 
and offerings,” thus in the one case 
only. going through the mere forms 
of servicé and showing contempt. for 
God by the kind of offering they, gave. 
They had ostentatiously worn garbs 
of mourning or were representing that 
they were spiritual mourners,. hoping 
that they would win God’s favor. 
For their formal and contemptuous 
service and for their mere outward 
tokens of sorrow, which they never 
‘felt on account of sin, but merely 
on account of misfortune, they ex- 
pected large pay, in national promi- 
nence and individual wealth. If their 
service had been true and. not given 
with a view-.to such pay, and if they 
had really ‘mourned for their sins, 
they would have gained large spiritual 
wealth and-esteemed' it above all out- 
ward prosperity; and they would have 
had far greater political and personal 
prosperity, for “no good thing will He 
withhold from them that walk. up- 
rightly.” They were Phariseés in the 
true sense. They noticed three things 
—that the proud, who ignored God 
altogether seemed to be happy. Yet 
that was a mistake, for there may be 
fitful gleams of imagined happiness in 
the defiant, Godless heart, 
the heart of the Godly there is a 
steady radiance of real happiness; be- 
sides, no one knows what keen sor- 
row may be consuming the heart of 
the outwardly cheerful; besides, if 
by happiness here, they mean temporal 
prosperity, they mistake, for if hap- 
piness has not its seat and center in 
the breast, one can’t be happy at all. 
To identify it with outward posses- 
sion, is false, They saw that the 
wicked are “built. up,” _ sucessful, 
whereas the success might have been 
only temporary, might not have been 
real and certainly could not have pro- 
duced happiness. They. noticed that 
wicked Persians and Samaritans who 
try God’s patience are delivered from 
such troubles as the Jews have, for- 
getting that God was taking His own, 
through a purifying discipline. Thus 
do the wicked Jews grow discouraged; 
thus do they show bad morals, a bad 
philosophy of life and a hopeless tem- 
per.toward the future. Mysteries still 
confront 
God rules. 
II. 
“Effective Words for God.”’ ‘(Verse 16.) 

“Then they that feared the Lord 
spake with one another, and the Lord 
hearkened and heard, and a book of 
remembrance was written before Him, 
for them that feared the Lord, and 
that thought upon His name.” << 

There was always a@ remnant from 
the 7000 in Elijah’s time who did not 
bow the knee to Baal, down to these 
few who “feared the Lord.” They 
were uttering stout words and doing 
stout deeds, for God. They were prob- 
ably few and poor and persecuted. 
They were in great danger, too, of 
yielding to the common view that the 
reward of serving God was outward 
prosperity falling into the prevailing 
skepticism. ‘But they adopted the 
true method of testing God, not the 
method of disobedience that the wicked 
followed, but obedience to God and 
sympathy for each other. Testing 
Him thus, they learned the truth and 
the truth set them free from skepti- 
cism. sin and moral idiocy. Théy did 
wisely in flocking together. Such com- 
panionship was their defense. It. en- 
riched each one of them with all the 
wealth of faith and love and knowl- 
edge that all the others had; it gave 
each one courage to maintain his con- 
victions in the face of public opinion, 
prevailing habit and personal score and 
opposition; it gave each one a chance 
to strengthen himself by trying to 
help some one else. They did wisely 
in talking with each other about the 


uestions and. the conditions that 
onastialads them. They perhaps talked 
over their troubles; they certainly 


talked much about the promises cf 
God and their hope in him. Christian 
people who never talk with each other 
on distinctly Christian themes and ex- 
-periences will grow dull in their ex- 
periences and dim in their perception 
ra) th. 

‘on not only acquired clearer con- 
vietions and knowledge and ex rience 
by their companionship, but ined ‘a 
special blessing from God and demon- 
strated how wrong the other class of 
Jews were, who spoke against God. 
Here was reward, that God did not 
forget them. The figure of the book is 
a striking way of saying that God ap- 
preciates and will not overlook nor 
forget.

“Encouraging and Warning Words from God.”’ 
(3:17-4:6.) 

“And they shall be mine, saith the 

Lord of hosts, in the day that I do 

make, even a peculiar treasure; and I 


will spare them, as a man spareth his 


own son that serveth him. Then shall 
ye return and discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, between him 
that serveth God and him that serveth 
Him not. For, behold, the day cometh, 
it burneth as a furnace; and all the 
proud, and all that work wickedness, 
shall be stubble; and the day that 
cometh shall burn them up, saith the 
Lord of hosts; that is, shall leave them 
neither root or branch. But unto you 
that fear my name shall the sun of 
righteousness arise with healing in His 
wings; and ye shall go forth and 
gambol as calves of the stall. And 
ye shall tread down the wicked, for 
they shall be ashes under the soles of 
your feet in the day that I-do make,” 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

“Remember ye the law of Moses, 
My servant, which I commanded unto 
him in Horeb for all Israel, even 
statutes and judgments. Behold I will 
send you Elijah, the prophet, before 
the great and terrible day of the Lord 
come. And he shall turn the heart of 


‘the fathers to the children, and the 


heart of the children to their fathers, 
lest I come and smite the earth with 
@ curse:”’ 

To both classes, God speaks now, 
and that settles all questions, rebukes 
all sins and encourages all righteous- 
ness. 

Of the two classes He says: (1,) that 
when the day comes, on which He has 
already decided to make HUis choice 
publicly and strikingly known, He will 
choose the one, rather than the other 
as His own “peculiar treasure.” The 
phrase, “make up my jewels,” is a 
mistranslation, but the idea is almost 
the same, that He will choose a cer- 
tain people as’a treasure peculiarly 
and personally His own, in the day 
which He has appointed. The differ- 
ence bteween the two ts that between 
jewels and filth. ; 

(2.) That He will make them more 
than merely material treasure, how- 
ever brilliant and valuable, will even 
make them as a son and will spare 
them all unnecessary toil and sorrow, 
just as a considerate and tender father 
treats his son. What they suffered 
now was unavoidable and they knew 
not how much He had already spared, 
and would still spare, them. They are 
as a son; the other class are repro- 
bate. They will be spared; the other 
class not. The day on. which it takes 
place might be any day which their 
careers reach their culmination. The 


‘day on which He will finally show His’ 


favor is the day of judgment. 

(3.) That He will visit the former 
with severe punishment and the latter 
with great favor. The stubble that is 
burned up in the oven, that peculiar 
excavation in the ground like an ‘in- 
verted cone, its sides plastered, on 


which food is cooked, the dead weeds 


and stubble burned in it—that illus- 
trates the ultimate fate of the wicked. 
The day of punishment will consume 
them. That day is lurid and terrible to 
those who wilfully sin, but it will be 
a glad, radiant day to those who fear 
His name. It will be a day of complete 
purification from the sins which they 
despise, for the rays, that stream from 
that sun are like wings and they heal, 
from uncleanness, just as the warm 
sun drives out dampness and malaria 
from the boggy places: they heal with 
righteousness; they heal permanently. 
The promise of such a day cheers them 
in the midst of the depressing darkness 
and malarial dampness of the day in 
which they live. It will be a day of 
invigoration, and will affect them as 
calves, kept in the stall during the win- 
ter, are led to play when they get 
out into thé spring sunshiue. Thus they 
shall walk over the ashes of the 
burned stubble—their enemies. 

(4.) A word of warning is given. The 
law given by Moses and the truth 
given by prophets, of whom Elijah is 
the type, must prepare them to endure 
the great day and will try them. The 
law once written was_ still in’ their 
hands; the prophet would be ‘repro- 
duced. The result of it will be a re- 
union of the fathers and chiliren in 
the service of God, since the anrient 
fathers and the modern children were 
morally separated, even as some of 
those Jewish fathers had sent away 
their half Gentile children with the‘r 
mothers. All these promises are ful- 
ied in Christ by whor. God will 
judge the world in righteousness.

THE “SUN” ENJ OINS UNIONS. 


RESTRAINING ORDER AGAINST 
STRIKERS AND BOYCOTTERS. 


Things Forbidden by the Court’s 
Order—Menaces to Property Pro- 
hibited—A Severe Arraignment of 
a Typographical Union—Specifica- 
tions—Strike History. 


[From Newspaperdom, Dec. 7, 1899.] 

On Friday, last December 1, Justice 
Bookstaver, at a special term of the 
Supreme Court, granted an injunction 
order, on the motion of the attorneys of 
the New York Sun Printing and Pub- 
lishing Association, restraining the offi- 
cers of Typographical Union, No. 6, 
and others, from further interference 
with the conduct and business of the 
plaintiff corporation. Action had been 
sought against the president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer, a 
walking delegate, an organizer and 
the members of.a special committee of 
said union; the president of the Stereo- 
tvpers’ Union, No. 1; the president of 
Pressmen’s Union, No. 51; the president 
of the Allied Printing Trades Council 
of New York City, and another. 
THINGS FORBIDDEN BY COURT'S 

ORDER. 

The court’s order may be suminia- 

rized under the following four divi- 


sions, enjoining and restraining the 
defendants: 
(1.) From advising or requesting, 


orally or by letter or by printed circu- 


lar, the Sun’s advertising customers, 
or those who might become such cus- 
tomers, to desist or refrain from. ad- 


‘vertising in either the Sun or the Even- 


ing Sun. 

(2.) From employing threats, force 
or any other means to the above end; 
from preventing or attempting to pre- 
vent dealers in newspapers from sell- 
ing said newspapers. 

(3.) From “picketing” any office of 
the Sun or Evening Sun, for the pur- 
pose of interfering with employés, or 


using intimidation, force or other 
means to induce them to quit their em- 
ployment. 


(4.) From, in any other manner or 
by any other means, interfering with 
the property rights or business of the 
plaintiff. 
MENACE TO PROPERTY THE PLEA 

In granting this order, Justice Book- 
staver complied practically with every 
request contained in the plaintiff’s mo- 
tions, which had their basis, in a word, 
in a demonstration to the effect that 
the menace to the property and busi- 
ness of the Sun, through the boycott 
organized and prosecuted by the labor 
unions, was likely to be irreparable, 
and that consequently the plaintiff cor- 
poration was entitled to the protection 
of the courts. 

Seymour D. Thompson and Franklin 
Bartlett appeared for the plaintiff; 
William J. O’Sullivan for certain of the 
defendants. 

SEVERE ON THE TYPOGRAPHICAL 
UNION. 

In the complaint of the Sun cor- 
poration, after a statement of the busi- 
ness and occupation of the two parties, 
and adverting to the ‘strike’ of Au- 
gust 5 last, the “character and  pur- 
poses” ‘of Typographical Union, No, 
6, are set forth in these terms: 

“The general purposes of said organ- 
ization are to advance the interests of 
its members; to reduce and keep down 
the number of hours per day during 
which they shall be required to work 
at the printing trade; to enhance the 
prices paid to them for so working, by 
compelling their employers to limit 
the number of apprentices in each of- 
fice which shall be allowed at any one 
time to work at learning the printer's 
trade; by compelling their employers 
to employ in their business none who 
do not belong to said typrographical 
union; by making, in their secret con- 
claves, rules for the regulation of the 
business of their employers, and by en- 
forcing said ‘rules in the printing- 
houses of their employers by ‘striking;’ 
that is to say, by quitting the employ- 
ment of their employers in a body and 
without notice; by ‘picketing’ their 
employers; that is to say, by estab- 
lishing agents in the vicinity of the es- 
tablishments of their employers, to in- 
tercept other printers who do not be. 
long to their unions, but who desire to 
work for said emyployers, and to pre- 
vent them from so working, by per- 
suasic®, intimidation, fraud, or 
force,; and by ‘boycotting’ their 
said employers; that is to ‘say, 
by compelling third persons, by. 
persuasion, intimidation, or force, to 
break their existing contracts with said 
employers, or not to enter into any 
new contracts with them.”’ 


SPECIFICATIONS OF THE COM- 
PLAINT. 
In the Sun’s complaint of ‘“conspi- 
racy to injure,’’ there are these alle- 
gations: That the defendants have un- 
lawfully combined to break up the 
business of plaintiff by a boycott; by 
visiting and sending walking delegates 
to customers of plaintiff, to request 
them to cease advertising, with threats 
for failing to comply; by parading 
through the streets with other labor or- 
ganizations, displaying banners and 
transparencies with denunciatory leg- 
ends, thereby inciting the general pub- 
lic’s ill-will; by influencing people to 
cease buying plaintiff's newspapers: 
by terrorizing sellers of newspapers; 
by inducing advertisers to cease their 
patronage, etc., etc. 


STRIKE HISTORY FROM THE BRE- 
GINNING. 


Going on in their complaint, the 
Sun's: attorneys recount the incidents 
leading up to the strike of August 5, 
from which it appears that for many 
years the Sun employed none but union 
printers, and that the introduction of 
composing machines precipitated the 
trouble. Last July a walking cCelegate 
of the Typographical Union notified 


Business Manager William M. Laffan 


that he must employ compositors, in- 
stead of practical machinists, to work 
his machines. Being given to under- 
stand that the alternative was a strike 
er boycott, Mr. Laffan complied; but 
soon found that these compositors un- 
familiar with the new typesetting de- 
vices, were unable to work them prop- 
/ 
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erly and without damage, so that it be- 
came necessary to retain experienced 
machinists together with the composi- 
tors. The consequence was that the 
compositors ‘‘stood by and looked on 
and drew their pay for so doing,” 
Finally, early in August, Mr. Laffan 
was again visited by & walking dele- 
gate, and notified to discharge his ma- 
chinists and to keep none but union 
compositors on the machines. ‘Plain- 
tiff, believing and knowing that it 
had the right, under the laws of the 
land, to.condfict its business in its own 
way and without-sdictation from out- 
side persons, subject only to the law, 
refused to comply with this demand.’ 
The culmination of these events is 
described in these words:' “On the 
night of Saturday, August 5, 1899, at 
10 o’clock, all of the printers in the em- 
ploy of this plaintiff who were mem- 
bers of the Typrographical Union, and 
all of the stereoptypers who were mem- 
bers of the Stereotypers’ Union, with- 
out notice to this plaintff, but select- 
ing that hour as the one at which a 
Strike of the employés of this plaintiff 
would be most harmful to it, because 
of the necessity of getting out its 
Sunday morning edition, the same be- 
ing several times larger than its week- 
day morning editions, struck in a body, 
and left the employ of this plaintiff, 
and were never at any time ‘locked out? 
by this plaintiff.” 

Further along in its lengthy com- 
plaint the Sun goes on to specify the 
overt acts imputed to the defendants 
“in pursuance of a common design and 
wicked, malicious and unlawful con- 
spiracy” designed to ruin the plaintiff's 
newspapers and drive him out of the 
business. The recital covers all the 
varied and ingenious devices of the la- 
bor unions and their sympathizers to 
alienate from the Sun its subscribers 
and advertisers. There are thirty-two 
“subdivisions,” the perusal of which 
makes it plain that the antagonisiec or- 
ganizations have spared neither effort 
nor money in their campaign against 
the Suns. 


EFFECT ON CIRCULATION AND 
ADVERTISING. 

Coming to the important point of 
“damage-inflicted or about to be tne 
flicted,”’ the plaintiff specifies definitely 
that at least three extensive local ade 
vertisers in New York and Brooklyn 
were induced to withdraw their patron- 
age. As to effects upon circulation, 
nothing more exact is asserted than 
the charge that defendants have at- 
tempted and are endeavoring to induce 
the public to stop buying and selling 
oe morning and evening editions of the 

un. 

Since the Evening Post has for years 
been an employer of non-union labor, 
and its management has lent a degree 
of assistance to the Sun in its difficul- 
ties, that paper naturally extends sym- 
pathy, with undisguised satisfaction 
over the results of the Sun’s litigation, 
in these words: “The particular events ~ 
that led to the boycott. are all 
comprehended in a single sentence. The 
Sun insisted on managing its own af- 
fairs, and the Typographical Union ob- 
jected. The Sun gave the boycotters 
fair notice that it would appeal to the 
law for protection. It showed by cita- 
tions from similar cases that had 
passed through the courts that boy- 
cotting is an unlawful conspiracy, pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment, but, 
of course, the boycotters did not desist 
on that occount. The injunction 
is as sweeping as the boycott itself. It 
now remains to be seen whether the 
law as pronounced by the courts can 
be enforced in New York.” 


REMEMBERED KINDNESSES. 


MANY BEQUESTS OF A RICH 
IOWA MAN’S WILL. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Mount Pleasant, 
Iqgwa, says that the will of the late 
W. G. Saunders has been filed for pro- 
bate there. The estate amounts to 
about $400,000. 

He was a widower and left no chil- 
dren. Two-thirds of his estate is to be 
divided up among about two hundred 
relatives and fgiends scattered all over 
the country. Everyone who has been 
kind to him or his deceased wife will 
get a check for $500 or $1000. He left 
$2000 to the city cemetery fund, $2000 
to the Christian Church of this city, 
and $2000 to the local Christian Scien- 
tists. - The balance of his estate, 
amounting to about $100,000, he has 
left as a trust fund to be invested and 


the income to be used for the relief of 


the poor.

BOERS DISCUSSED. 


PEDAGOGUES DWELL UPON THE 


TRANSVAAL SITUATION. 
The Schoolmasters’ Club met last 


evening in the rooms of the Board of 


Education, President Keppel -presiding. 

The feature of the evening was a 
paper upon the Transvaal, by H. A. 
Peairs of the High School. 
and present condition.of the land of the 
Boers were sketched, and the character 
of the people commented upon. 

The speaker held that the questions 
of franchise and of taxation are elimi- 
nated upon a study of the facts. Pro- 
visions for naturalization in the Trans- 
vaal differ from those in British de- 
pendencies merely in point of the time 
required, which is somewhat longer. 
As to taxation, much less is exacted 
than in other gold-bearing districts. 
Americans who work claims in the 
Klondike pay more than four times as 
much 
there as is paid to the Boers in the 
Transvaal, according to the speaker. 

The point was made that the ques- 
tion, then, narrows down to one of the 
retardation of the march of civillza- 
tion, which would, unquestionably, be 
slower under the rule of the Boer than 
that of the British. 

A lively discussion followed. The 
change from the discussion of pedagog- 
ical subjects proved such a welcome 
one that arrangements were made for a 
special meeting and banquet, at which 
some of the leading educators, who are 
to be present at the institute next 
week, may have the opportunity of ad- 
dressing the club. 


GIGANTIC TUNNEL SCHEME. 


M. BERLIER WOULD UNITE SPAIN 
AND MOROCCO. 

[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says that a gi- 
gantic undertaking for tunneling the 
Straits of Gibraltar is receiving atten- 
tion now. M. Jean Berlier, the famous 
civil engineer, who is the author of the 
project, has just published in book 
form the result of his studies in con- 
nection with it. He considers that an 
international tunnel, uniting Spain 
and Morocco, prolonged by a railway 
from Tangier to Lallah Maghnia would 
prove invaluable for the successful de- 
velopment of France's African colonies. 

From soundings taken, by him, M. 
Berlier has proved the existence of a 
compact rock formation across the 
straits, which guatantees solidity and 
impermeability. The undertaking, he 
says, would be no more difficult than 
the piercing of Mont Cenis, St. Gothard, 
the Arlberg or the Simplon. .He adds 
that if the diplomatic obstacles are 
not greater than the natural, success 
is certain. 

He estimates that a tunnel! of 41 kilo- 
meters, 25% miles, would cost $24,400,- 
000, and that the work would require 
seven years. He calculates that the 
connection of the lines of the Algerian 
Railway system and the extension from 
Tangiersto Lallah Maghnia would cost 
another f.18,000,000 or £.19,000,000, so that 
the whole enterprise would necessitate 
$28,400,000. To offset this expense M. 
Berlier shows that the approximate 
yearly revenue would be $3,050,000. 

He has already received the consent 
of the Spanish government to the

DECOMPOSED GRANITE FAVORED 
BY SUPERINTENDENT. 


Common Gravel Said to Contain Too 
Much Clay and to Be Too Easily 
Cut After Rains—Discussed by 
Board of Public Works—Zanja 
Madre Inspected Yesterday. 


The City Council will probably soon 
be called upon to pass some general 
specifications regarding the material 
to be used in grading’ the-streets of 
the city. The present methods are not 
altogether satisfactory to Street Super-’ 
intendent Drain, and he has suggested 
to individual members of the Council 
the advisability of demanding that all 
future improvement work on the sur- 
face of streets be done with decome- 
cranite. 

The matter was taken up for discus- 
onde at the meeting of the Board of 

‘ublic. Works yesterday, upon the sug- 
sestion of Councilman Pierce, who said 
that he believed. the Council should 
look into the matter with a view to 
hettering the street work in the city. 
After a general talk on the necessity 
of the move, it was decided to ask 
the Street Superintendent to outline 
the. exact suggestions that he has to 
make in the matter. 

-Superintendeht Drain, seen, 
said that the street work that had been 
done with the gravel, so common in 
the vicinity, did not wear nearly as well 
as the decomposed granite. After a 
rain the heavy wagons cut through the 
ordinary gravel, making the street 
rough. This condition the Superintend- 
ent imputed to the existence of too 
much clay in the material that now 
passes for gravel. During dry weather 
the great number of rocks in the local 
product caused the surface to break 
up and become uneven, according to 


posed 


Mr. Drain. 


“I believe,” said he, ‘that the city 
should look ahead. The first cost of 
the decomposed granite may be a trifle 


-more-than that of the common egravel, 


but in the end I believe the city would 
be the gainer by using the latter sub- 


stance. The streets have to be kept in 
repair, and this work. costs consider- 
able money. If good, solid surface is 


put on in the first place, there will not 
be so much expense in keeping the 
streets in good condition. 

‘There is no danger of any one hav- 
ing a monopoly of the decomposed 
granite, as there are several deposits 
of it-in different parts of the county 
adjacent to Los Angeles. There is a 
bed of the substance above Pasadena, 
one at Hollywood, one at Riverside, 
and one“in the foothills at the north- 
ern of Vermont avenue. I believe 
that ever? line of railway has a de- 
posit of decomposed granite somewhere 
along its line, and that the material 
could be placed on the surface of the 
streets at only slightly greater costthan 


for the. common gegravel. 
“Some work has been done in the 
city with this material, and it has 


worked well. Gladys avenue, 
Fifth and Sixth streets, was surfaced 
with it, and during the recent rains 
the teaming on the street did not cut 
into it, as was the case on many of the 
streets surfaced with the common 
gravel. My recommendation will prey 
ably be that the city discard the egu- 
lations known as ‘Specifications 56.’ 
which provide for the construction of 
craveled streets. of the city of Los An-

law. Justice James gave her judgment 
for $100, but this was unsatisfactory to 
O'Bryatt and he appealed to the Su- 
perior Court. The case on appeal was 
heard 6n Wednesday. 
Following is Judge Shaw's opinion: 

“Section 2941 of the Civil Code pro- 
vides that’ when ¥y mortgage has 
been satisfied, the mortgagee must im- 
mediately on the demand of the mort- 
gagor, execute, acknowledge and de- 
liver to him a certificate of the dis- 
charge thereof, so as to entitle it to be. 
recorded, or he must enter satisfac-. 
tion, or cause satisfaction of such 
mortgage to. be entered of record:’ and 
that any mortgagee who ‘refuses’ so to 
do shall forfeit. to the mortgagor the 
sum of $100. 

“The plaintiff in this action sued to 
recover a forfeiture under this section. 
It appears from the evidence that the 
plaintiff at the time of making pay- 
ment, and three several times after- 
wards, at intervals of ten days. or two 
weeks, demanded of the defendant that 
he enter satisfaction of the mort- 
gage. The demand Was not put in any 
form of words, but what was said and 
done at the respective times was in 
substance equivalent to such a de- 
mand. Each time except the last the 
defendant promised that he would com- 
ply with the demand, but each time-he 
failed and neglected to do so. On the 
occasion of the last demand he did not 

either promise or refuse to comply, but 

said that he had already, some three 
weeks before, entered satisfaction of | 
the mortgage upon the record. 
Was not true. 
failed to comply with the request, and 
in a few days thereafter, six weeks 
after making payment, plaintiff began 
this action to recover the 
When the defendant was served with 
the summons, he went at once to the 
Recorder's office and entered satis- 
faction of the mortgage. 

“There is no doubt in my mind het’ 
under this section the mortgagee is 
not liable for the penalty, unless he 
has refused to enter satisfaction upon 
demand. A mere neglect or failure is 
not sufficient.

LUCKY RUSSELLS. 
AGAIN VICTORIOUS IN A CASE IN 

Once more the Russell family (col- 
cred) has demonstrated that it is bet- 
ter to be born lucky than rich. The 
Russells have a predilection for getting 
entangled in the meshes of the law, but 
they invariably wiggle out with neat- 
ness and dispatch. One ‘Of the male 
scions of the family, especially, Hil- 
liard Russell, is noted for his narrow 
escapes from going to’ prison for theft. 
The police regard Hilliard as a born 
thief, but in spite of all the evidence 
arrayed against him, he usually suc- 
ceeds in proving an alibi, supported by 
the numerous members of his family, 
whenever he is accused of larceny. It 
was not Hilliard Russell, but his | 
younger brother, Glenn, who was on 
trial yesterday before Justice Austin 
and a jury, on the. charge of petty 
larceny. Glenn was accused of steal- 
ing a bicycle from E. M. Gardner of 
No. 255 East Fifth street, November 
29, but the jury. failed to be canvinced 
of the fact that he stole the wheel. 
A verdict of not guilty was rendered 
after a few minutes’ deliberation, and 
again the Russell family had triumphed 
vver the minions of the law. 

Glenn Russell, the defendant at bar 
in yesterday's trial, is the dude of the 
family. Arrayed in a pink shirt anda 
high standing collar he looked more 
like a champion cake walker than a 
bicycle thief. His numerous relatives 
were in evidence throughout the day, 
and beamed proudly upon him as the | 
central figure in the comedy that was 
being enacted. 

Deputy District-Attorney Chambers 
and Detectives Hawley and Aubie, who 
were behind the prosecution, seemed to 
think they had a cinch case when the 
trial began, but as it progressed their 
confidence waned and the verdict of 
acquittal was no surprise in the end. 
Russell was ably defended by Gustavus 
W. Wickliff, an Afro-American lawyer 
of more than. ordinary ability. The 
failure of the prosecution, iowever, 
was due chiefly to the downfall of a 
witness, a colored lad named Rodney, 
whose testimony was at such variance 
from what the prosecution expected of 
him that Detectives Hawley and Auble 
were put on the witness stand to im- 
peach his veracity. 

The prosecution tried to prove that 
Russell was’ seen riding the stolen 
wheel on Thanksgiving day, but 
the defense made it appear that he 
went to church on that day, and the 
only bicycle which he used upon the 
holiday was one borrowed from Rod- 
ney. 

Gardner's wheel, which had been 

stolen, was found, on the day follow- 
ing Thanksgiving, in the yard..of. 
A. Henry & Co.’s produce commission 
house at Ninth and Los Angeles 
streets. The theory of the prosecution 
was that Russell had placed it there, 
from fear of detectives, after having 
been seen with it in his possession. 

The trial lasted all day, but the jury 
failed to see that Russell stole’ the 
wheel. The defendant was warmly 
congratulated upon his acquittal, and 
the Russell family left the courtroom = 
in a high state of exhilaration. 


DOUBLE ROBBERY. 


ONE ALLEGED THIEF TRIES TO 
DESPOIL ANOTHER. 

What appears to have been a doubles 
robbery was committed late yester- 
day afternoon, with the result that the 
two principals in the affair are now 
in the City Jail. 

About 4:30 o’clock a citizen reported 
to Sergt. Morton of: the East Side 
Police Station that a large man was 
beating a smaller one in the river bed 
at the upper end of the Sopthern Pa- } 
cific yards. Sergt. Morton hastened to 
the scene and discovered a burly indi- 
vidual named Charles Stark, in the act 
of robbing’ Frank Adams, whom he 
had beaten into subjection. Morton 
grappled with the big fellow, who had 
taken a coat and a watch from Adams, 
and was going through the pockets of 
the latter in search of more valuables. 


Stark showed fight, and gave the 
officer a hard tussle before surrend- 
ering. 


Adams was too drunk to defend him- 

self against his despoiler. Stark had 
been drinking, also, but did not appear 
to be much intoxicated until after his 
arrest, when he _ suddenly feigned 
drunkenness and lay prone in the bot- 
tom of the patrol wagon all the way 
to the central station. Adams. was 
booked for drunkenness and Stark for 
robbery. 
Later in the evening Frank K. Si- 
monds, superintendent of J. D. Hooker 
& Co.’s pipe works, called at pdlice 
headquarters to report the loss of a 
coat and pair of gloves which had been 
stolen from Hooker & Co.’s office on 
Railroad street. On being shown the 
coat which Stark . had taken from 
Adams, Simonds identified it his 
property. The gloves which Simonds 
lost were found in Adams's pocket. The 
theory of the police is that Adams 
stole the coat and gloves, and that 
Stark then undertook to rob Adams of 
his plunder. Adams will probably be 
prosecuted for robbery, also, when he 
gets sober.

Kid." who is well and unfavorably 

‘known to both the police department 
and the public, is incareeraied in the 
City Jail on the charge of robbery. 
Bill's brother. Tom. his cousin, 
Tom Levell, are in the same fix, and 
the trio will probably enjoy the hospi- 
tality of the County Jail on Christmas 
day instead of eating turkey and plum 
pudding at their.own firesmMes. 

Yesterday near the noon hour they 
entered the Golden Eagle saloon, No. 
2° North Main street, with Joe Leach. 
After drinking two rounds) of beer 
Leach went into the back yard of the 
saloon, where there an arbor. The 
two Colans and Lovell followed him 
out, beat him about the head and face, 
knocked him down and then robbed 
him. 

Henry Brechtel, the proprietor of the 
saloon, hearing a noise in the: rear, 
went out to investigate. As he passed 
through the back door he saw two of 
the men hold@ing Leach down, while 
the other was just swithdrawing his 


hand from the prostrate man's pocket, 
the contents of which he transferred to 
his own pocket. his. haste he 
dropped to ground two 10-cent 
pieces, which Brechtel afterward picked 
up and now has in his possession.

small alleyway, which leads from Main 
to New High street. When Brechtel 
appeared on the scene, the three men 
hastily made their exit through this 
alleyway. The proprietor of the place

Brechtel at once notitied Capt. Brad- 
ish. who, accompanied by Detective 
Auble, went to the saloon.

Leach is about ,40 years old, and is 
a pensioner of the ‘Indian wars, He 
was a member of Troop G, Eighth 
United States Cavalry. His. face is 
badly. battered... One -eye -is entirely. 
closed and the other nearly so. He 
says that he should have had over 
$20 on his person, but when admitted 
to the hospital had only $3.50. When 
he. went into backyard of the 


saloon he acted like a man in an ad- 
vanced state of intoxication. He says 
that he took only two glasses of beer 
with the Colans, and it is the opinion of 
the officers that they gave him Knock- 
out drops. 

When searched at the Police Station 
Bill Colan had on his person a big 44- 
caliber revolver. The officers think the 
wien must have secured about $20) from 


Leach, but if so they “planted” the 
money before being arrested, as they 
had only two or three dollars alto- 


gether when booked at the City Jail. 
The Colan boys have an unsavory 
reputation. About three years ago Tom 


Colan and a young man named Mur- 


ray were driving in a buggy toward 
Pasadena. At the Arroyo Seco they 


met a man, his wife and child in an- 
other vehicle, coming from Pasadena. 
The two young toughs ‘assaulted the 
man with stones and nearly killed him. 
They were arrested by Detective Haw- 
ley and held to answer to the Superior 
Court on charges of assault wth in- 
tent to kill. At the trial of the caso 
they secured, by some means, a re- 
duction of the charges to simple as- 


sault, for which they each served sen- 
tences. 
Bill Colan was arrested several 


months ago on the charge of threaten- 
ing to kill his father. He was bound 
over to keep the peace and in defau!t 
of bonds was committed to the County 
Jail for six months. After serving a 
part of the time he was released on a 
technicality. 

Both boys have participated in vari- 
ous disgraceful affairs. A short time 
ago one of them asked a barkeeper fo 
a drink of whisky. Being refused he 
went outside and picked up a cobble- 
stone. He returned and heaved the 
stone at the barkeeper’s head, but the 
latter ducked and the missile shattered 
the mirror behind the bar.

Hunter has not been 
apprehended by the Moorish authori 
ties, but has simply been located in Mo- 
rocco, and the Governor of Georga has 
asked the State Department to obtain 
his extradition if it is possible to do So.

GANNON’S MISSING WIFE. 


MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
A LOS ANGELES WOMAN. 


Apparently Happy Domestic Rela- 
tions Suddenly Broken Off—Hus- 
band at a Loss to Conjecture His ‘ 
Wife's Fate—Police Unable to Find 
Her—Former Husband May Know. 


After, bearing his grief in silence for 
mearly a year, Eugene Gannon, a rail- 
way mail clerk running between this 
city and Albuquerque, has commenced 
public inquiry for information as to the 
whereabouts of his wife, Mildred E. 
Gannon, who disappeared mysteriously 
last January while journeying from 
Washington, D. C., to New York. 

Mrs. Gannon had been visiting rela- 
tives in the East for three months 
prior to her disappearance, and, accord- 
ing to her letters, was about to return 
to her husband in this city, when com- 
munications with him suddenly ceased, 
and since that time he has not been 
able to find any trace of her where- 
abouts, although he has spent hundreds 


ington, Philadelphia and New York. 
He is utterly at a loss to account for 
her disappearance. He cannot reconcile 
himself to the idea that it is a case of 
deliberate desertion, for he Says their |. 
marital relations were always most cor- 
dial. He was exceedingly devoted to 
her, he avers, and she always appeared 
to be equally fond of him. Therefore he 
cannot conceive that she would volun- 
tarily absent herself from him without 
offering some explanation. 

The nearest guess that Mr. Gannon 
can make as to the fate of his wife is 
that she has met with some accident, 
become demented or been lured away 
through the machinations of a. former 
husband. Mrs. Gannon was a divorcée, 
and believed her former husband dead 
when she became acquainted with Mr. 
Gannon, several years ago. After a 
short acquaintance.they were married, 
and, according to all accounts, lived 
most happily. Gannon knew little of 
the antecedents of his wife, and was 
content with such little bits of infor- 
mation about herself as she voluntarily 
gave him. All she told him was that 
she came of a good family, was or- 
phaned when a child, and reared by a 
wealthy aunt and uncle in New York. 
While still very young she was mar- 
ried to a wealthy young man who be- 
longed to an aristocratic southern fam- 
ily; he was dissipated and mistreated 
her, so she left him and obtained a 
divorce, after which she heard he was 
dead, but learned after her second mar- 
riage that he was still alive and anx- 
fous for reconciliation, but she assured 
Mr. Gannon that she would have no 
more to do with the cast-off husband.

The last letter Gannon ever received 
from his wife was ostensibly written 
on the train en route from Washing- 
ton to New York, last January. It 
was mailed at Philadelphia without 
a stamp, and Gannon only received 
it by forwarding a stamp to prepay 
postage, on receiving notice from the 
postmaster in Philadelphia that an 
unstamped letter was being held there 
for him. This letter was enclosed in 
a double envelope. It was long and 
affectionate and expressed eagerness 
to return to him in Los Angeles at an | 
early date. On the inner envelope 
was noted the fact that the _ star 
marking the spot where President 
Garfield was assassinated had been 
removed from the fioor of the Balti- 
more and Ohio depot in Washington. 
This was evidently the last line she 
ever wrote to her husband. 

As Mrs. Gannon did not return to 
Los Angeles, according to expecta- 
tions, and as no further letters came 
from her, Gannon began to make in- 
quiries, but up to this time he has 
received no clew to her whereabouts. 
he had never learned 
from her the names or addresses of 
her eastern relatives, so he has been 
unable to communicate with any of 
them. Owing to the fact that her 
last letter to him was mailed at 
Philadelphia, he has had a thorough 
geearch made for her in the public in- 
stitutions of that city, as he fears 
she may have become mentally de- 
while traveling and been 
placed under restraint without any 
word of her sad plight ever reach- 
ing him or her relatives. The Direc- 
tor of Public Safety in Philadelphia 
has had her picture printed and dis- 
tributed throughout the hospitals, 
asylums and police stations of the 
city, but without result. 

Mr. Gannon, although greatly dis- 
tressed over his-wife’s disappearance, 
has remained steadily at his work, 
principally for the reason that he has 
not had the means to go East to make 
He has, 
however, devoted a good portion of his. 
earnings to the employment of detec- 
tives to work on the case, but not a 
single clew, has yet been furnished 
him. 

Mrs. Gannon was a very beautiful 
woman. She is described as being 
five feet six inches high, 155 pounds in 
weight, with fair and clear complex- 
jon, dark hair and blue eyes. Her 
age is given as 27 years. 

Mr. Gannon lives at No. 229 South 
Hill street. and would be very grateful 
for any information that would assist 
him in clearing up the mystery which 
60 sorely oppresses him.

the large dealers has been held, and it 
was agreed to pay smackmen, who buy 
them from the fishermen, 11 cents 
apiece for the lobsters. The dealers be- 
lieve that their stand will have a good 
effect on the market in other cities, be- 
sides giving the fishermen a uniform 
price of about 9 cents apiece for their 
catch. 


EXCITED COFFEE. The coffee mar- 
ket is at present extremely excited, and 


several advances have already oc- 
curred. There is a wide variance of 
opinion as to the permanency of the 
prices now ruling, and also as to the 


likelihood of further advances, says the 
Grocery World. No. 7 Rio coffee, on the 
basis of which, as” stated, all Brazil 
coffee quotations are made, is 7 cents 
green and in a large way, which is the 
highest price ruling for two years. 4 

The cause of the bull movement Is 
the report that the growing crop is se- 
riously damaged by storm. Some of 
the most radical bull onerators claim 
that the damage is extremely serious, 
and that No. 7 Rio will touch 10 cents 
per pound in a large way before it is 
done. Other operators, who have a 
tendency in the other direction, claim 
to have advices that the reports have 
been greatly exaggerated, and that the 
upward movement is purely speculative 
and nething more. It is a fact that one 
of the largest coffee operators in Brazil 
sent out last week a statement that he 
placed no credence in the reports of 
damage to the crop, and that he esti- 
mated the new crop at 10,000,000 bags, 
which is about the same as last veer, 
and would, if true, destroy all reason 
for the sharp advance. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

KEROSENE BEESWAX. The busy 

little bee was long ago cheated out of 
his monopoly in the honey-making 
business by artificial honey manufac- 
turers. Now he is left to improve the 
shining hour as best he may, says the 
New York Journal, for his corner. on 
wax is rapidly slipping away from him. 
Paraffine, a product of crude petrol- 
eum, is taking the place of beeswax in 
commerce very largely, a@nd half the 
“wax" candles of today are of pure 
paraffine, and never saw the inside of a 
beehive. 
Whiting, Ind., just over the southern. 
line of Chicago, is the place where this 
wax is made. The paraffine works are 
quite distinct and apart from the oil re- 
finery, and is quite a large plant in it- 
self. 

The oil treated here is the “residual 

oil,’ or oil from which all the illumi- 
nating and fuel oils have been dis- 
tilled in the oil refinery, and which 
would be deemed practically worthless 
by an outsider. 
As it is pumped from the oil refinery 
into its first receptacle, the ‘‘tar stills” 
—huge piles of iron and brick with in- 
numerable pipes—it has the appearance 
of liquid tar or New Orleans molasses, 
or anything else that is dark, heavy, 
sluggish, and looks as unlike the beau- 
tiful candles as possible.

STATE OF TRADE. 
DUN’S WEEKLY REVIEW. 


{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow 
that unusual depression in stocks this week 
has displayed the great divergence between 
the trading and the productive industries of 
the country and its speculation, Never has 
production been greater, the number of hands 
employed larger, the wages distributed higher, 
nor the purchasing power based--on earninga 
greater than at this time, and never have 
conditions of trade or returns of earnings and 
trafic given more certainty. of greater busi- 
ness for transporters. Yet, as the earnings of 
the railways and manufacturing companies 
mount upward, their stocks dccline, as if it 
were disastrous for a road to double its carn- 
ings and ruinous for a mill to realize un- 
precedented prospects, Inflated capitalization 
has, of course, done much harm, and specula- 
tive excitement has counted profits in many 
cases long before they were earned. The 
movement of wheat is disappointing, but 
prices have declined only 3%, with corn a 
fraction higher. Atlantic exports of wheat, flour 
included, have been in two weeks of Decem- 
ber only 5,328,604 bushels, against 11,129,459 
last year, and Pacific exports 1,501,987 bushels, 
against 1,298,514 bushels last vear. Shrinkage 
in western receipts, only 8,975,725 bushels, hav- 
ing come forward in two weeks, against 17,- 
748,411 last year, is remarkable, -though the 
movement then was abnormal. Exports of 
breadstuffs in November decreased $3,500,000, 
which, with losses of $900,000 in provisions and 
$13,000,000 in eotton lowered the value of staple 
exports $15,337,567, in spite of an increase of 
$2,060,000 in oll. But.enormous shipments of 
products made the excess of exports over im+¢ 
ports more than $49,090,000 for the month. Wool 
did not advance further, though sales scarcely 
diminish and have been 22,075, 000 pounds in 
two weeks at the three chief markets, so far 
exceeding all consuming demands that specu- 
lation must still account for most of the busi- 
ness, but there was less excitement and more 
buying by small works. No change in quota- 
tions of goods appears, though in some heavy 
weights for fall advances of 10 to 16 per cent.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The strength mani- 
fested by the stock market in face of the en- 
gagement« of goid for exports for tomorrow's 
steamers was the feature of the day. There 
was considerable hesitation and some reaction 
in the early dealings on the recurrence of 
fears over the effects of gold shipments. Yes- 
terday’s rally in stcecks was based on the 
hopes that gold exports had been avoided for 
the time being. The fact that apprehension 
over this development was still apparent this 
morning made the strong advance in prices in 
the very face of the news of the gold ex- 
purts all the more striking. The sterling ex- 
change rate today not only failed to recover, 
but declined an additional fraction to 4.8/% 
for demand. ‘ihe shipment of gold at this 
level for exchange demonstrated that consid- 
erable advantage is offered by the Bank of 
England as an inducement for the shipment, 
It 1s known, in fact, that the English insti- 
tution allows interest to the shippers for the 
period of the transit..It has also advanced 
the buying price of gold both for American 
eagles and for bar gold. For the former price 
had been advanced one penny an ounce in 
two days. The transaction may therefore be 
regarded in a certain sense as a special one. 
Whether it. was for this reason that the local 
etock market tock small account of the be- 
ginning of the export movement is a subject 
for surmise. The reported engagement of 
$1,750,000 in gold for export caused no stiffen- 
ing of the local money rate, which ruled from 
day which served to offset the gold exports 
were several.

STRIKE STATISTICS 
FOR THE PAST FIVE YEARS. 


DEPARTMENT OF LABOR DEALS 
WITH INDUSTRIAL TROUBLES. 


General Prosperity Observed to Have 
Brought About a Marked Decrease in 
Lockouts and to Have Brought About 
a General Increase of Wages—Re- 
port on Municipal Ownership. } 


P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Henry T. Buf- 
fington, special agent of the United 
States Department of Labor at Wash- 
ington, is in the city on a quiet hunt 
for industrial statistics covering 


specifically strikes and lockouts for the 
last five years. These statistics will be 
embodied in the department's feur- 


teenth annual report to Congress. The 
report will cover every State and Ter- 
ritory in the Union, showing every 
strike, lockout, the number of em- 
ployés and industries affected, the 
wages paid before and after the trou- 
ble, the loss entailed by each industry, 
and the general conditions resulting 
therefrom. The cause of the trouble 
is also to be given in each case. The 
report will cover the period of January 
1, 1895, to December 31, 1899. 

Two reports on the same subject em- 
bodying comprehensive data have 
heretofore been made, one in 1485, and 


the other in 1895. 
“The forthcoming report of the de- 


partment,” said Buffington, “will be, 
like the others, comprehensive and ac- 
curate. For that reason it will be 
valuable. While I am not at liberty to 


give out any specific information as to 
what the report will show, I may sy, 


from my observation of the industrial

field, that it will show 
crease in the number of strikes 
lockouts during the period from 
to 1900,,as compared with the other 
two periods. This improvement has 
been brought about by several causes, 
I have found that the wages paid by 
the. industries tend to grow better. 
The primary cause of the improved 
conditions is the general prosperity 
throughout the land. 

“The law of supply and demand is 
tending to an equilibrium and where 
is less likely 
to be dissatisfaction. Another potent 
factor in the diminution of strikes and 


lockouts and other labor troubles is 
the incredsed intelligence of the labor 
organizations. There seems to be a
